_YESTERDAY'S report that a 
three-Power agreement between 
Germany, Italy and Russia fs im- 


‘minent provides a big temptation for 


Jestlng comment, and Is certain to 
revive the jokes about Russia be- 
coming the immutable enemy of 
the Comintern, which were prevalent 
when the Soviet and Nazi Germany 
effected thelr. rapprochement, At 
the same time it {s foollsh to’ over- 


Power political pact as envisaged in 
the news despatches. Its eifectun- 
tion would entail a considerable loss 
of ‘face” by the two antl-Comintern 
States, hitherto sworn enemies of the 
Soviet and all things which the 
Russian system represents, but more 
importunt would be the political 
ehunges it would bring nbout in 
southeastern Europe and the Near 
Enst, The Balkans, already har- 
assed by the close proximity. of 
Greater Germany ond -Russla, would 
find it diMcult to resist a tri-Power 
diplomatic "Biltzkrelg” even though 
the ‘Allies were to make counter 
guarantees ‘of equal dimension.

Joint res 
ponsibility and of the misslcn im-~ 
posed upon Japan, Manchukuo and 
China for the attainment of the.alms 
outlined In the famed Konoye state- 
ment of December 22, 1039, will be 
the highest principle in Sino- 
Japanese relntions. 

Upon signature, the trenty will be 
made public by Japan ond China in 
the form of a joint simultancous on= 
houncement, whereupon Japon and 
the new Centrul Government of 
Chtaa will enter into new relatlon- 
ship and the mission of the special 
envoy will end.

...The opening, of .. another.._ruthless 
German submarine campaign recalls 
some of the most magnificent feats of 
the Great War—those of the Q-ships. 
The ships’ activities ceased in 1918, 
but the deeds of their crews have 
lived on to record annals of courage 
and solicsacriiice that cannot be sur- 
passed. 


These signe went to oca with, the 
deliberate intentlon of luring sub- 
marines to attack them, and Licuten- 
ant-Commander E. Keble Chatterton 
has told how the officers and men 
serving in them--they consisted of

WASHINGTON, March (19 
(UP). — Mr. Stephen Early, 
Secretary to the White House, 
to-day said. official advices from 
Europe moke tho, peace head- 
tines seem empty.

Wellos’ Work Finished 

ROME, . March 19 (UP)—Mr. 
Sumner Welles, following a lunchcon 
with Count Clano ta-day, announced 
the official conclusion of his talks 
with European statesmen and

The partners become independent 
instead of interdependent, n position 
which may well bring oabout a 
quicker disruption of the partnership 
than any militaristic or economic 
action by the Allied Powers or the 
threatencd Balkan States, - ,. 

Hitler’s assertion that he docs not 
want the European conflict to be 
spread to the Balkans and the Near 
East may be a truc.reficction of his 
feelings, but the accompanying theory 
that a threce-Power agreement would 
@uarantee pence in those areas 1s 
hard to swallow, The more obvious 
effect would be to force the Allies 
into’ extending the war, if only to 
prevent Germany from acquiring so

It ts realisation of this possible 
turn to events which is probably in- 
fluencing Hitler to seck Italy's posl- 
tive ald in the war against tho de- 
mocractes.

MEN OF THE Q-SHIPS 


The opening of another ruthless 
German_submarine_campaign recalls 
some of the most mngnificent feats of 
the Great War—those of the Q-shlps, 
The ships' activities ceased in 1018, 
but the deeds of their crews have 
lived on to record annuls of courage 
and self-sacrifice that cannot be sur~ 
passed, e 


These ships went to sea with the 
deliberate intention of luring sub- 
marines to attack them, and Licuten- 
ant-Commander E. Keble Chatterton 
has told how the officers and men 
serving in them—they consisted of 
armoured colliers, tramps, Mners, 
cross-Channel packets, &c,—-were 
drawn from every category of the 
sea—the Royal Navy, Royal Navat 
Reserve, Royal Naval Volunteer Re- 
serve, and Royal Fleet Reserve. 


In-his words, “They came from 
battleships and little ships, from 
fishing vessels, sailing craft, yachts, 
barracks, offices, and cub = ranks. 
Hand-picked, disciplined, they were 
every one volunteers for what could 
be nothing but weeks .of boredom 
suddenly enlivened by. the flercest 
excitement, ending probably in death. 
For thelr captains the responsibilitics 
were enormous. . First-class seaman- 
ship, exceptional coolness, immense 
patience, considerable imagination 
and quite unusual initlative were 
demanded.” . 


The ships were of all types, and 
they were fitted out with guns and 
depth charges which were -.cleverly 
concealed behind dummy. -deck- 
houses, boats, &c. :

The crews would entice the cnemy 
to. close quarters by making o show 
of abandoning ship.’ No effort’ was 
spared to give the operations of the
